2. A grass trunming attachment as recited in claim 1, 
wherein said holding means includes: 

(a) a flexible damp member mounted to a top side of 
the housing; and

(b) a pin mounted to a top side of said protective 
cover so that when said protective cover is out of 
the normal operating position said pin will engage 
with said flexible clamp member to keep said pro- 
tective cover stationary thereto. 
3. A grass trinmiing attachment as recited in claim 2» 
wherein said trimmer hub further includes a set screw 
so that said trimmer hub can be adjustable with respect 
to said first pulley shaft.
